Alfred Ray was shot and instantly 
killed an.! Will Blam seriously, 
though not fatally, wounded in a Heroe 
light on passenger train No. II 
the Henderson Route. last Wednesday 
afternoon, while going at full speed 
about a quarter of a mile WMt of 
Stepbenaport . John Huebana, a col- 
v ored porter on tbe train is'in jail at 
| teardinshurg, cbarged witb killing 
and Emma Tolliver, a negro 
woman of Evansville, wbo was a 
passenger on the train, is held as a 
participant in tne affray, it being 
believed by some that she shot Blain. 

Tbe trouble in wnlch Ray lost bis 
life began, it is said. Bhortly alter 
he and Blain and three companions 
all of them citizens of Stepbensport, 
bMMled the tram at Hawesville, wh. re 
they attended a picnic. 

Though accounts of the affair are 
pretty badly mixed, it appears that 
Kay ana his companions raised a gen- 
eral disturbance on the train and 
tried to take possession ot it. Accord- 
ing to the story of Richard stite- ot 
Louisville, the conductor, all were 
drinking and seemed eager to create 
trouble. Some of the party surrended 
tneir tickets but Stites had some 
trouble witn Ray and Blaine in col- 
lect, ng their fares He was thrown 
down and choked l>y the unruly pas- 
sengers, and badly handled until U. C. 
Bickel. the newsboy, came to his 
reacoe. The combatants were separated 
before any serious damage was done 
to any one, the fairs collected, and 
the men were quited for a time. 
When the Shooting Began. 
A little later. John Huetauk, tbe 
/■o'oied porter, had occasion to enter 
Bftfc smoker, where the drunken men 
j^vere seated. They ohased him out 
and threatened to exterminate every 
negro on the train. Some of them 
drew knives on him and Blain shot 
at him, it is said. They then cnased 
a negro prercher from Owensboro 
named Prewltt through the train to 
tbe tender, where tbey threw a 
whiskey bottle at him when trainmen 
stopped them. The wrath of the party 
seemed t) be centered on Hoebank. 
They pressed him so closely, pnrsumg 
him into the coloied compartment of 
the smoker, that he turned, drew 
his pistol and Hred The crowd scat- 
tered, leaving Ray and Blain lying 
on the floor of the coach Ray was 
shot through the forehead and killed 
instantly. Blain was shot near the 
hip bone. Several shots were fired 
bnt nobody seems to know whether 
Hnebank fired all of tbem or the 
Tolivor woman t.ok part in the affair. 
The newsboy on the train claims to 
have s, en a pistol in her hand just 
after the shooting and several 
passengers are said to have stated that 
more than cne gun was brougbt into 
play, but Hnebank was the only one 
who admitted hi- bad a weapon.

The shooting 
breated a panic among the passengers 
and no two told the same storv of 
e affair.

Porter and Woman Arrested 

At Irvington Marshal D. W. Henry 
boarded the train and arrested Hue- 
bank, the Tolliver woman and the 
nergo preacher The preacher and the 
woman were questioned In regard 
to the affair and then released, but 
Hnebank was taken to Hardinsburg 
and lodged in jail for safe keeping. 

The story of the affair as told above 
is substantially the same as that given 
out by Sunt A.M. McCracken, of the 
Henderson Route, after an investiga- 
tion of the shooting. 

The inquest into the deatn of Ray 
was held at Irvington Saturday. It 
was found that Ray came to his death 
by being shot by Hoebank, who was 
.liistihVd in doing the shooting. in self- 
defense. 

The Tolliver woman was reairested 
last Friday in Louisville, at the re- 
quest ol Breckenridge county author 
ities, and taken to Hardinsburg, as 
some Dew evidence was learned of 
that seemed to implicate her in tne 
affair. She denies that she took part 
in it. 

The ball with which Blain was 
shot was extracted fiom a point m ar 
the spine. Entering near the hip 
it passed through about eight inches of 
the flesh. He is expected to recover. — " 

The fueling in the county is in 
favor ot the negro, though there are a 
few people at Stephen sport whose feel- 
ing is bitter against him.

While the standard of medical edu- 
cation is being continually elevated in 
oar medical colleges, there is so much 
tangbt which is of no practical use, 
to ihe exclusion of facts which con 
dnce to the patient 'l welfare. Theory 
is all right and PBXt-bOoaa are neces- 
sary. Ml the doct t at the bedside ot 
bis patient must investigate and be 
his own judge ami jury in matters so 
vittaly important, oftentimes disre- 
garding the idol of authority.IHe must 
think for himself. Every location baa 
its diseases common to that section ot 
country. Each season according to its

tain diataaei Tne topography of the 
country is important in making a cor 
Met diagnosis, as is also the social 
customs and habits of life of the peo- 
ple. The water supply, preaence of 
ponds and ■waging, overflowing wells 
and springs, filthy cess pools and out- 
houses and pig pens, faulty diet, 
clothing uosuned to the season, expo- 
sures of all kinds, etc.. etc., help to a 
correct diagnosis. 

La giippe, pneumonia and "ty- 
phoid' tever appear only under cer- 
i atmospheric conditions. Last 
summer "typhoid" fever and malarial 
troubles were conspicuous for their 
absence. There was a lack of humid 
ty the air was of normal dryness. I 
kept a hygrometer and watchbd the 



.all, am. M. I». . Kllziils-thtown. 
state of the atmosphere from day to 
day. Winter a year ago the air was 
very d-y and predisposed to pneumon- 
ia. There were a great many cases. 
Last winter the air was not so dry 
and as a result la grippe appeared bot 
there w»s less pneumonia. This sum- 
mer has been rainy and my hygrome- 
ter bus shown an excessive humidity 
— water suspended in the air. As a 
result malarial and ' typhoid" trou- 
bles appeared and are still preseot. 

The still-water ponds in this section, 
also overflowing springs and wells, 
under certain rain tails and the hot 
son, along with ■heaved vegetation, 
contaminate the air and water to 
produce the majority of our summer 
fevers. There are BO doubt filthy sour- 
ces of infection, alao, in our towns. 
Hie mos.iuito may. rarely, convey the 
infection from the sick to the well. 
With few exceptions the summer and 
fall fevers which we have are malaiial 
in character. In the month of March, 
when atmospheric conditions are fav- 
orable, the c hills appear : later come 
the intermittent type of malarial fever, 
charactere d by a violent chill. fcv<-r 
and sweat,— the fever some tinits 
reaching 101 degrees, but the temper- 
ature talis with the sweat to normal. 
Next come the remittent type of ma 
la rial fever. It is a severe type of 
malarial disease, ami the temperature 
never at any time becomes normal. 
This disease closely resembles typhoid 
fever. But the step ladder temperature 
and pen soup stools peculiar to ty- 
phoid, are absent. 

Hemorrhages and other symptoms 
are similar to typhoid. The lesions 
are in the abdomen. The estiro- 
autumnal parasite can be found in the 
blood cells, the typhoid bacillus is ab- 
sent This remittent or estivo autum- 
nal fever is the slow fever which the 
doctors have misdiagnosed as "ty- 
phoid.'' Quinine is an absolute poison 
la this fever and la the drug which 
plays havoc with the patient— it 
mains or kills. If the patient lives 
through the quinine ordeal. the disease 
is only suppressed and it re-appears at 
another time. Tnis is not the case 
when the disease has been properly 
diagnosed and properly treated.

Then the belt of dark- 
ness began to disappear slowly, and at 
about 6 :38 o'clock the last trace of 
shadow melted off the rim of 
the blazing orb. 
Remarkable disturbances are report- 
I in the Mediterranean, coincident 
with the sun's total eclips. there 
Mount Vesuvius was in full eruption 
and violent earthquakes occurred in 
that pHrt of the world.
